Enslavement, like old age, creeps, 
Most men in tieir fifties think 
they're as good as ever. Then 
something reminds them. It may be

Gradual loss of liberty is even more 
subtle. A bright writer recently 
said, in a nodding moment, tliat no 
ong can see a loss of single liberty 
since 1939. Most people who don’t 
live in Ottawa can think of a dozen 
logses. People who seldom get away 
from the capital may, think all is good 
in a good world. 

First loss of liberty, and one of 
the greatest, grows out of the pers 
sonal income tax. In Canada, prior 
to 1917, what a man earned was his 
own, He needed to account to no 
one for how he spent his money. He 
could keep his office in his hat, Hon- 
est gains were gains. 

Now a person is accoyntable to g 
government for. every cent he takes 
in, Tie government can examine 
every detail of his personal affairs, 
can tell him how to keep his hooks 
and arbitrarily determine what is an 
expense and what is a business man’s 
luxury—say,' giving a secretary a 
mink coat. t 

The greatest loss of liberty in more 
modern times is the right of a Canae 
dian to liquidate his assets and get 
out. No country is free if its citizens

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 


—_—_—_— 

A high degree of production has 
been established on many irrigation 
farms through the use of legume ro- 
tations, commercial fertilizers, and 
the application of barnyard or feed- 
lot manure. However, the records 
covering al] of the irrigation pro. 
jects in Alberta indicate that a great 
many irrigation farmers are opera- 
ting largely on a dry land farming 
basis. 

In round figures, these figures 
show that 40 percent of the irrigable 
cropland of the large irrigation pro- 
jects in Alberta fs devoted to wheat, 
eight percent to oats, six percent to 
barley, 10 percent to grass hay and 
pasture, six percent to alfalfa hwy 
and 10 percent to specialized crops, 

The high proportion of grains, and 
the limited acerage devoted to soil 
improving crops, are reflected in the 
low average yields reported. Tha 
1949 results, the last year for which 
records have’ been assempled, show 
that wheat averaged 27 bushels, oats 
40 bushels, and barley 35 ‘bushels per 
acre. These yields are much tvo 


make up about 70 percent of the total 
iieigable crop area. 

Changes in cropping practices on 
these projects do not have to depend 
entirely on the development of mar- 
kets for more specialized crops, or the 
development of more specialized 
crops that can be grown and mark- 
eted. One of the first needs in step- 
ping up yields per acre on our ir- 
rigated lands is to increase greatly

WINNIPEG.—Deaths from tuber- 
culosis in Manitoba decreased to an 
all-time low of 21.6 per 100,000 in 
1951, Dr. E. L. Ross, medical direc- 
tor of the sanatorium board of Mani- 
toba, said. 

“Although white population deaths 
were six more than the previous year 
there were 22 fewer Indian deaths 
during the year, thus reducing the 
combined figure to 16 fewer deaths 
than in 1950," he said. 

During 1951, 318,699 free chest 
X-rays were taken—41 per cent. of 
the population of Manitoba, 

Extensive educational, vocational 
and rehabilitation services were pro- 
vided for, sanatorium patients, 

Incidence of new cases amongst 
Indians decreased from 239 in 1950 
to 169 in 1951; amongst whites, cases 
dropped from 363 to 333.

Dreaded Virus 


Foot - and- Mouth Disease 
Feared By World's Cattlemen 


Spreads 


Like Wildfire and Can Be 


Disastrous to the Whole National Economy 


OTTAWA.—Foot-and-méuth disease is feared by cattlemen 
throughout the world. It is as damaging to livestock as smallpox 
and the bubonic plague is to humans. It spreads like wildfire. 
The only way to halt it is to slaughter infected animals and bury 


the carcasses. 


Transmitted by a tissue-destroying 
virus, the scourge in recent years has 
struck at Mexico’s thriving cattle in- 
dustry and almost destroyed it. It 
has crippled livestock production in 
continéntal Europe. It has threaten- 
ed to injure Britain’s economic come- 
back, 

Just where this. animal plague 
originated is unknown. Some scien- 
tists believe it has a 2,000-year Eu- 
ropean history traced back to bibli- 
cal days. But actual documentation 
goes back only about 400 years. 

Foot-and-mouth disease in Euro- 
pean agriculture has become so wide- 
spread that some countries have giv- 
en up trying to eradicate it. Young 
animals infected by it sometimes die. 
Older ones become s0 lame and use- 
less that they become uneconomic to 
maintain, 

But it doesn’t affect the human. 
Humans have been known to eat in- 
fected meat, properly cooked. The 
cooking apparently kills the bacterial 
infection. 

The virus, transmitted in many 
ways by animals, by humans on their 
boots and clothes, and even by flocks 
of migrating birds and hay and 
straw, hits exposed animal tissue. 

It causes blisters on the mouth, 
tongue, udder and some parts of the 
animal hoof. It sometimes even gets 
into the stomach and ulcerates tissue 
there. The animal goes off its feed. 
It becomes lame. It loses weight.

When it broke out in Mexico in 
1946—the first time since 1929—hun- 
dreds of thousands of cattle were 
slaughtered and farmers compensat- 
ed for their loss. By boat, aircraft, 
truck and automobile, agricultural 
technicians moved in on the infected 
areas, cleansing and sterilizing barns 
and equipment. 

The fight against foot-and-mouth 
disease in Mexico still goes on. 

The United States had its last out- 

break in 1929. It was controlled. 
But so fearful are cattlemen of the 
possibility of a recurrence, that an 
emergency train stands ready in Chi- 
cago to be moved with vaccines and 
other emergency equipment to con- 
taminated areas at a moment's no- 
tice, 
.In Britain, the fight against foot- 
and-mouth has been.continuing for 
years. The threat there is from 
Europe. Huge flocks of migrating 
birds, moving from Europe to Bri- 
tain, sometimes carry the virus. 

But the virus has invaded many 
other countries, Last year a federal 
survey showed that only Canada, the 
United States, New Zealand, Aus- 
tralia, Ireland and Scotland ‘vere 
free from the disease. 

Dr. Thomas Childs, chief veterin- 
arian for Canada, considers the dis- 
ease comparable in deadly toll to an 
epidemic of bubonic plague. 

“Hitting hard and fast,” he says, 
“an outbreak of this disease could be 
disastrous to the whole national econ- 
omy.” 

Foot-and-mouth disease is charac- 
terized by the formation of vesicles 
or blisters on the mucous membranes 
covering the tongue, lips, cheeks, 
palate, or other tissues of the mouth, 
on the skin between and above the 
claws of the feet and on the teats 
and udder, 

In hogs, lesions frequently occur 
also on and above the snout, In rare 
cases, the muzzles of cattle are af- 
fected. In sheep, goats and deer, 
the feet are the most common site 
of thé blister formation. 


The disease is usually accompan- 
ied by a fever, The fever and diffi- 
culty to eat cause a rapid loss in 
flesh and a rapid slowing down of 
milk secretion, The udders often be- 
come inflamed and ruined by the for- 
mation of abscesses and sometimes 
cgws become permanently crippled 
for milk production, 

The inflamation of the feet may 
cause the horn to drop from the 
toes, producing lameness and per- 
manent injury. Frequently, pregnant 
animals abort, 2976

The statement was issued after 
quite a number of farmers reportedly 
cancelled orders for chicks, fearing 
spread of the disease to their prem- 
ises, which prompted hatchery opera- 
tors to contact federal health of ani- 
mals officials for an opinion.

Sask. Crude Oil 
Output Hits Record 


REGINA, — Saskatchewan's crude 
oil production in 1951 totalled a re- 
cord 1,249,281 barrels, the resources 
department reports. 

This was an increase of 208,183 
barrels over 1950, when the greatest 
previous yearly production was re- 
corded. In 1949 the province pro- 
duced 782,188 barrels. 

Most of the 1951 output came from 
the Lloydminster and Lone Rock 
fields which produce a heavy asphal- 
tic type of oil. Other sources which 
contributed to last year’s total were 
the Dina, Maidstone and Coleville 
fields, 

At the end of the year there were 
101 producing wells in the faskat- 
chewan side of the Lloydminster 
field, 77 at Lone Rock, seven at Dina, 
six at Coleville and three at Maid- 
stone,

WHAT WILL YOUR 
GARDEN GROW 

Those who rely entirely on outdoor 
seeding are depriving themselves of 
many tasty vegetables and attrac- 
tive flowers, says P. D, McCalla, sup- 
ervisor of horticulture, Alberta De- 
partment of Agriculture. Many long- 
season plants can be started indoors 
to provide healthy, well-grown speci- 
mens for outside planting as soon as 
the season permits. Among the more 
common vegetables that can be start- 
ed this way are cabbage. cauliflower, 
tomatoes, cucumber, squash and

melons. No special equipment and 
only a small amount: of care is re- 
quired. Shallow boxes or plant pots 
may be used, and witty good soil, reg- 
ular watering and adequate light, 
much useful material can be grown, A 
sunny toom or basement window 
provides a suitable location, The 
soil mixture can be made of two parts 
of good garden soil to one part of ~- 
sand. Sow the seeds in moist soil and 
cover with newspaper to encourage 
rapid germination. Further water is 
not usually needed until the seeds have 
germinated, following which the 
paper should be removed and the soit 
kept moist as required. On the ap- 
pearance of the first true leaves, usu- 
ally in about two weeks time, trans- 
planting and spacing in flats will re- 
sult in well developed plants by the 
time tte outdoor planting season ar- 
tives.
